The Pon tiff M ay Be Called as a W itn ess 
in Will Case. 
1 he spectacle may soon be soon of the 
| Pope appearin g as a witn ess for the d e­ 
fen se in a rem arkable will case. The ac­ 
tion has been brought hy the three fe­ 
male cousin s of the late Mgr. Ad ami, 
who seek to in valid ate 
the 
will 
by 
which he bequeathed his en tire fortun e 
of between $900,000 an d $1,000,000 to 
the Vatican . 
It is said here that some 
rem arkable evid en ce will be in trod uced 
if the case is proceed ed with. Man y let­ 
ters of the testator will be put in , an d 
a n umber of witn esses for the plain tiffs 
will be heard . 
The Lan cia n o court has 
expressed its approval of the suggestion 
j th a t the Pope shall appear, but it re- 
j main s to be seen w hether his holin ess 
[an d his min ister of fin an ce will acced e 
* to the court’s request. 
Accord in g to the Messaggero an d other 
papers, the testator was a man of m iser­ 
ly habits, who had accumulated a for­ 
tun e, all of which, iu a will executed 
two mon ths before his d ecease, he be­ 
queathed to the Pope. 
It was poin ted 
out to him that his holin ess is un able per­ 
son ally to in herit a bequest of the kin d , 
whereupon he d ecid ed upon a ruse, an d 
sold his estate to the Vatican for a 
n omin al sum. Immed iately on the d eath 
of Mgr. Ad ami his three female cousin s 
commen ced an action at law, allegin g 
that the testator was n ot men tally fitted 
to execute a will, bein g afflicted in min d ,

Scialoia, the presen t min ister of justice, 
who has presen ted to the Lan ciatio court 
a memoran d um in support of his clien ts' 
con ten tion s.

claimed to have received his fortun e d i­ 
rect from heaven , through the med ‘» >m of 
the Archan gel Michael, an d explain ed 
that the latter had in timated to him the 
d uty of leavin g everythin g to the Pope.

The d aily record of suicid es is so great, | 
to say n othin g of a still larger n umber j 
which pass without n otice, th at the ac- i 
coun t of a suicid e has ceased to create ! 
in us the impression s which n aturally 
belon g to this un n atural mod e of d eath. 
Accord in g to thé New York Tribun e 
(November 4, 1909). the rate of suicid es 
per 100,000 of population for 1908 was 
21.8—the highest ever record ed , 3 sui­ 
cid es to the 100,000 more than in 1907. 
T he actual n umber of suicid es for 1908 
in this coun try was 4307, which is 601 
more than for the previous year—an in ­ 
crease of 16 per cen t. 
The in crease iu 
population d urin g the same time was 
2.3 per cen t., which in d icates that sui­ 
cid e is in creasin g more than five times as 
last as the population . 
A t the presen t rate of in crease the 
n umber of suicid es in 1913 will be more j 
than 7500, or d ouble the n um ber of 1907. ! 
If the in crease should con tin ue a t this | 
rate, d oublin g in every six years, the 
n umber of an n ual suicid es in 1937, or i 
twen ty-seven years from 
the 
presen t ; 
time, would reach more than 100,000, ; 
an d the d eath rate from this cause would 
be more than 60 to every 100,0OO of pop­ 
ulation . 
This in crease in suicid e is on e of the 
strikin g evid en ces of the race d eteriora­ 
tion an d d egen eracy which are takin g 
place in this coun try, an d may, in a cer­ 
tain sen se, be regard ed as a measure of 
this d eterioration . 
The ten d en cy to d e­ 
terioration is n ot con fin ed to this coun ­ 
try. All Europe has recen tly been stirred 
by 
the d iscovery 
of 
the 
aston ishin g 
prevalen ce of child suicid e in Germ an y. 
Aceord in g to statistics recen tly published 
in that coun try, there occur each year in 
Prussia alon e more than 600 suicid es of 
person s un d er 20 years of age, aud be­ 
tween 60 an d 70 cases of suicid e of chil­ 
d ren un d er 15. 
It is evid en t from these facts that this 
en ormous in crease of suicid e can n ot be 
attributed to physical w an t or misery, 
the result of poverty. 
It is an in d ication 
of the men tal an d moral d eterioration 
which are the n ecessary accompan imen ts 
of the gen eral race d egen eracy which 
is goin g on at an in creasin gly rapid rate 
throughout the 
civilized 
world .—Good 
Health.

excellent. 
A I- rench writer of the peri­ 
od says that he will ever feel grateful to 
Bismarck for having taught him that 
eat served up for dinner is the right 
annual in the right place. 
“Canine and feline butchers* shops 
were opened in different parts of Pans. 
Skillfully prepared, properly skinned and 
cooked, 
with

proved excellent eating; their meat was 
pink and delicate, and by no means 
tough.

AMERICAN WAGES. 


Average in Trades Is Probably Higher 
Than in Any of European Countries. 
“The average wage in America may be, 
and probably is, higher than in European 
countries, but in the professions I be­ 
lieve the people earn more abroad than 
th«*y do here,” remarked Dr. F. A. Limo- 
get, a physician of Paris, at the Raleigh. 
“I understand that the average in­ 
come of the American physician does not 
exceed $1006. There are 2500 physician* 
in Paris, and of thos«* number more than 
half earn in excess of $1000 a year, while 
the others fall below that figure. Few of 
them, however, earn less than $1000 a 
year. The av«*rage income of the French 
doctor, I believe, is greater than that of 
the American physician, and it is prob­ 
able that there is a greater number of 
doctors who have large practices and 
earn larger sums than there is in this 
country. There are more specialists, per­ 
haps, in France than there are here, and 
the same is true all over Europe, I think. 
“ I am told that there are 2000 advo­ 
cates practicing law in Paris. A fourth 
of these earn more than $2000 n year, 
and probably 100 receive above $10.000 a 
year. 
I have no idea what your lawyers 
earn, but I do not believe they average 
more than the advocates of Franc®. 
I 
presume that the average income of your 
people depends largely on the section of 
country in which you strike an average. 
I was informed the other day that the 
average income of America 
is 
about 
$400. Tbe average income of a Paris 
household is $720, while that of the 
fashionable quarter is said to be about 
$5600. 
In the Fauborg »^aint Honoré it 
is placed at $3700, while in tin« Made­ 
leine district it is $3500. A good dentist 
in Paris can earn on an average more 
than other professional men. 
It was an 
American, 1 believe, who had the distinc­ 
tion of being th*; most celebrated dentist 
in Paris and 
who 
earned a 
fortune

THIN AIR AS MEDICINE. 


Cabinet Administers Artificial Dose of 
Mountain Atmosphere. 
The doctors are supplying people with 
so many imitations that it isn’t so very 
surprising to have them ofter us a sub- 
situte for mountain air. 
They have a 
pneumatic cabinet in whi< li they can 
supply the air pressur** of any given 
altitude. 
Sum** physicians use this cab­ 
inet with—so they say—good results. 
The patient gets inhalations of rarefied 
air to s u i t his case and capacity. 
A 
reduction in the atmospheric pressure 
of about half a pound to the square inch 
is said to be sufficient for most pur­ 
poses. 
The seances are given every day, 
and gradually increased in length from 
two minutes to six or eight minute«. 
Rarefied air as found at great heights 
induce« a condition known as mountain 
sickness or balloon sickness, and consists 
of Increased heart action, more rapid 
respiration, headache, followed by grav­ 
er symptoms as the rarefaction increases, 
and ending in death. 
There are frequently minute hemor­ 
rhages into the spinal cord as the r**sult 
of inspiring rarefied air, says the Die­ 
tetic and Hygienic Gazette. 
The insuffi­ 
cient supply of oxygen in the rarefiixl 
air is perhaps th«* principal causes of the 
symptoms manifested. 
More or le*ss pro­ 
longed residence in a rarefied atnmspnere 
may i»e associated with an increase in 
the number of r«*d blood cells. 


Poor Heligoland. 


An important proposal has been made 
in Germany with r«*gnr«l to the island 
of Heligoland, off the mouth of the Elbe 
river. 
Despite vast expenditure it con­ 
tinues to crumble away. The proposal is, 
unless some scheme of ¡»reserving it can 
be found, to blow it up. 
Apparently the idea is that in the 
« vent of war Heligoland would need to 
be very strongly defended, and used as 
an advance base of operations against 
Germany. The trouole di>«*s not lie with 
the risk of its being seized so much as 
with the strain of having to defend it.

T he wedding ruig was the only form 
of jewelry permitted to the early M eth ­ 
odists, and there are people still living 
who recall how no longer than forty 
years ago they were reproved by old 
M ethodist ministers 
for 
breaking the 
rules of membership which forbade (and 
technically still 
forbid) 
Methodists to 
wear gold, jewels or costly apparel; but 
with fine courtesy John W esley knew 
when to ignore breaches of his ow n regu­ 
lations.

B rutal T reatm ent of Women Arrested 
on Charge of Inciting Riot. 
Miss M artha Omening, daughter of a 
physician, and a New York society girl, 
thus relates her experiences in Philadel­ 
phia, following arrest on a charge of in­ 
citing to riot while she was aiding the 
shirtw aist strikers: 
“ I wanted to find out for yself wheth­ 
er (he stories altout the brutal and ille­ 
gal arrests of the strikers were exagger­ 
ated and I determined to go to one of the 
factories and observe w hat went on. 
did not go there to do picket duty, and 
did not approach a single girl as a pick­ 
et. 
So that I would not attra c t unusual 
attention, I procured an old coat and 
slipped it on in place of my fur one, and 
th at 
why the policeman thought I was 
one of the strikers and a picket. 
They 
rang tip a patrol wagon ami I was hus­ 
tled off to the station house at F ront and 
M aster streets. 
1 w as taken up to the 
m atron’s room in the police station. They 
did not take me to a cell, as 1 expected. 
A few minutes later I heard the bell of 
the patrol wagon ring, and three of the 
strikers were brought in. They were tak ­ 
en to cells, and when I insisted on the 
sam e treatm ent 1 w as led to the same 
cell with the other girls and stayed there 
for the night. 
“ The other girls were all young girls, 
ni» e girls. 
We had a terrible time. 
The 
cell was small, and had nothing it it but 
a bard bench. 
It was disgustingly dirty. 
All about 
us 
were other prisoners— 
drunken men and women, cursing and 
m aking the place hideous. 
None of us 
w as used to such tilth and such language, 
and we were shqeked beyond expression. 
L ater on, toward morning, the one small 
cell became unbearable, and 1 called a 
turnkey, and he put me and another girl 
into a different cell. 
By and by daylight 
came, and at 7 o’clock We were taken be­ 
fore M agistrate Scott. 
The m agistrate 
held me in $500 bail, and we were put 
back into the cells until lO o'clock, when 
the prison van came to take us to Moya- 
mensing.

“These in sects may seriously in jure, if 
n ot ruin , youn g trees; con sequen tly those 
plan n in g to set out trees the comin g 
sprin g should avoid , so far as possible, 
puttin g them in localities w here this in ­ 
sect is abun d an t. 
T he seven teen -year lo­ 
cust in jures trees by d en ositin g its eggs 
in n umerous siits, usually in last y e a r ’s 
wood . 
It is certain ly ad visable n ot to 
trim too closely the comin g sprin g ami to 
leave an abun d an ce of wood the follow­ 
in g year to offset in some m easure the 
n atural prun in g n ecessarily followin g lo­ 
cust in jury. 
“This species hn s been reported in the 
Hud son valley from New \ o r k n orth to 
Saratoga an d W ashin gton coun ties, it be 
in g extremely abun d an t in a n umber of 
localities. 
T he n orthern ran ge of this 
species, based on the record s of 1843, is 
given as Schuylerville an d Fort Miller. 
In Rocklan d coun ty it was very abun ­ 
d an t at Palisad es on the H ud son an d 
Nyack, while in W estchester cd uuty it 
occurred in great n umbers n orth to I ro~ 
ton .
